CHAPTER VII 

ENDOWMENTS 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 

1 Endowments relating to fellowships, scholar- 
ships, medals, prizes, and other rewards of a recur- 
ring character shall be accepted only when secured 
by investments in securities described m Section 20 
of the Indian Trusts Act, 1882, or m immoveable 
property in British India 

2 The value of securities referred to in Para 
graph 1 shall be as follows — 

(а) In the ease of a gold medal, not less than 
one thousand rupees 

(б) In the case of a silver medal, not less than 
five hundred rupees 

(c) In the case of a fellowship, not less than 
twelve thousand rupees 

(d) In the case of a scholarship, not less than 
three thousand rupees 

(e) In the ease of a prize or other reward, not 
less than four hundred rupees 

3 No endowment shall be accepted which con 
travenes the principle of Section 5 of the Nagpur 
Umveisity Act, 1923 

4 The terms, subject to which any fellowship, 
scholarship, medal, prize, and other reward shall be 
awarded, shall be determined by the Academic Coun- 
cil after consulting the donor and his wishes m the 
mattei shall, as far as may be, be carried out 

5 Any endowment for a gold medal shall be 
accepted subject to the condition that the medal is to 
be awarded to a candidate who stands absolutely 
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first (i e , first not merely m some limited group of 
candidates) m some examination or in some group 
of examinations 

6 Any endowment for a silver medal shall be 
accepted subject to the condition that the medal is 
to be awarded to the candidate who stands absolutely 
second (h, second not merely m some limited group 
of candidates), m some examination or group of 
examinations 

Provided that m any case where no endowment 
has already been accepted for the award of a gold 
medal to the candidate who stands first m some 
examination or group of examinations, an endow- 
ment foi a silver medal may be accepted for award 
to the student who stands first, on condition that 
should the University subsequently accept an endow- 
ment foi the award of a gold medal to the student 
who stands first m the same examination or group 
of examinations, the silver medal shall thereafter be 
awarded to the student who stands second 

7 That m all eases m which there are endow- 
ments for two medals for the same examination or 
group of examinations, m the name of each medal 
the word 'gold’ or Silver’, as the case may he, shall 
appear lx fore the word ‘medal’ 

8 That endowments for the award of prizes other 
than med ils may, within limits to be determined m 
each c is< In the Academic Council, he iceept< d hy 
the University, provided that m no case shall the 
money \alue of the award or awards open to any 
candidate exceed that of the award or awards open 
to a candidate who takes a higher place at the same 
o\rmu lion oi <u*oup of examinations 

9 That m every case, the Academic Conned shall 
retain the light to withhold the award for any year, 
if no candidate attains a sufficiently high standard 
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10 No person who has been awarded a medal or 
prize shall he again awarded the same medal or 
prize 

11 No Travelling or Halting Allowance shall 
be paid to any member of a Committee constituted 
under the Regulations relating to an endowment 
except where the Regulations provide for such 
payment from the fund of the endowment

FACILITIES AVAILABLE TO THE 
STUDENTS OF NAGPUR UNIVERSITY AT 
UNIVERSITIES AND OTHER 
EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM *

CHAPTER IX 
COLLEGES 


A INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE GUIDANCE OF 
INSPECTORS OF COLLEGES 

1 On the occasion of periodical inspection of a 
college, the Inspeetois should prepare a descriptive 
report, with reference to the previous inspection 
report and generally on the lines indicated m para- 
graph 6, for the consideration of the Academic and 
Executive Councils 

2 Object of the Inspection — The Inspectors 
should satisfy themsehes that the colleges continue 
to comply with the conditions on which the privilege 
of affiliation was originally granted, and also with 
the conditions upon which recognition was granted 
in cliileient subjects fiom firm to turn There should 
be no attempt at interference with the work of teach- 
ers m then own special subjects, but the Inspectors 
should ascertain, by enquiry on the spot, generally 
the quantity and quality of the work done and they 
may suggest any improvement m the working of the 
eollege that may seem needed to promote its efficiency 

3 Procedure to be followed — Before proceeding 
to the college, the Inspectors should obtain from 
the Registi ar copies ot the previous inspection report 
and also of the annual returns submitted since the 
last inspection, together with any remarks made or 
action taken upon them by the Executive Council 

Inspectors are advised upon arrival at a College 
to make a cursory inspection of the buildings and 
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grounds and o± the classes (seeing them at work if 
possible), the library, laboratories, etc, m order that 
they may foim a general impression of conditions 
They shonld then spend some time in studying the 
records of the college md familiarizing themselves 
with the details of its constitution and life In this 
part of the inspection, they should be able to call for 
am information thit they may require whether from 
the Principal the membeis of the teaching staff, or 
Iht office 

As soon is flu Inspectors feel that they havesuffi 
ciuith familiarized thtmsehes with the conditions 
of the college as revealed m leports, returns, etc, 
they should proceed to a closer inspection with parti 
cni at reference to the points detailed m paragraph 6 
md especially those which their scrutiny of the docu 
ments submitted to them suggests ought to receive 
particulu attention 

An important put of the inspection should be 
informal confeiencc with the Principal and with 
membeis of the staff At such conferences, a good 
deal can be disposed of which need not find its way 
into the report, or need only be briefly touched upon 
therein In the case of private colleges, m some 
cases it may he a good thing to meet members of 
the Governing Bodv of the college 

4 Form of the inspection report — While no 
stereotyped form of report should be prescribed, 
Inspectors should lemember that it is their duty to 
bun" as clearly as possible before the Executive 
Pouncd 1 lie conditions m lh< colleges They should 
also icmembei that the xeports on a particular 
college over a course of years should form a con- 
tinuous and intelligible series from which a just 
impression of the life and development of the col- 
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lege may be obtained For this reason it will be 
well that the report should follow as far as possible 
lines indicated m paragraph 6 

Lt will not, oi course, bo iiecessaiy it each mspee 
tion to repeat the descriptive matter contained m the 
University C ilendir with icferenee to the college, 
but specific icferenee may be made to this and 
attention should be drawn to any significant 
changes or developments which have taken place 
Since di. personnel both of the Boaid of Inspection 
and oi the Executive Council is liable to oonsidcra 
bie nit n ition <\ciy thieo \cus, detailed knowledge 
of the conditions m individual colleges cannot be 
assumed Ho ill it i ich report must be designed to 
give a reasonably full conspectus of the condition of 
the college 

Tnspcctois should picfieo their it port with a 
brief statement of the procedure adopted and of 
the time occupied bv the inspection

University College of Law, Nagpur 

To provide facilities for a sound training m law 
and legal principles and to prepare students for the 
degree of Bachelor m Law, a University College of 
Law has been established at Nagpur with effect from 
the 1st Julv, 1925 The University Committee 
(Central Provinces and Berar) of 1914 15 had m its 
report characterised the law education as then im- 
parted to be a perfunctory business When the 

Nagpur University was constituted m August, 1923, 
its authorities found that the branch of our educa- 
tional system which stood m need of most urgent 
reform was lhat concerned with the teaching of law, 
no impiovement having taken place since the Uni- 
vasity Committee reported against the arrange- 
ment m force at the time of its enquiry After 
e m i ul consideration, the Faculty of Law and the 
Academic and Executive Councils, acting m 

combination, came unanimous^ to the conclu- 
sion that the best way of meeting the situa- 
tion was to disaffiliate the Morris College m 

the Department of Law and to have m place of the 
law classes attached to it a separate institution under 
the dncct control of the University devoted entirely 
to the study of law Accordingly, the present Uni- 
versity College of Law was founded The subjects 
for the examination were revised so as to give 
the students a grounding m the fundamental princi- 
ples of law The Ordinances were so framed 
as to give them a good training m these subjects The 
number of lectures to be delivered to cover the course 
was considerably increased 

The staff now consists of a Principal, 
and seven lecturers They are all praetis 
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mg lawyers of the Nagpur High Court and 
part time lecturers, the classes being held m the 
morning There is a well stocked and uptodate 
libxary attached to the College and the students are 
encouraged to use it as much as possible To suit 
their convenience, four sets of textbooks and 
other books dealing with the subjects of examination 
and likely to be helpful to their sludy have been pro 
vided Two sets of LL M Text books of the Nagpur 
University and one set of LLM Text-books of all 
the Indian Univeisities aie also provided The 
Librai y contains up to date Reports on Ehglish 
case law, vi English Tit ports, Revised Reports, 
the Law Rcpoits_and All England Law Tlepoits 
The tees aie Rs ') ioi tlu hist year and Rs 10 for

In 'Mm h, 188), Sn John Moms, for neaily fifteen 
years Chief Commissionei of the Cential Provinces, 
retired There uas a general desire among the 
Indian e omranmtv, (specially of Nagpur, to com 
memot ate lus long connection with the province by 
assoe nl mg his name with some institution for the 
pioinolion of highei collegiate education, foi which 
no i utilities t\i fid at the tune withm the province 
This feeling lound expression at a public meeting 
held it jSagpni on the 4th Deccmbei, 1882, when it 
was losolved to laise funds to found an aided 
Colic gt at Nagpiu to be called “the Morns Memo- 
rial College ” A ^cheine to give effect to this reso 
lution was m due couise foimulated and submitted 
to Goa eminent The establishment of the proposed 
College icccived the sanction of the Government oif 
Indii is p< i Home Dep utment lettei No 170, dated 
tin 5th Finn 1884 to the addiess of the Chief 
Commi siomi 

On letup! ol this lttfii, the Local Government 
iimtecl the subseiiheis to the Morns Memorial Fund 
(Nagpui Blanch) to take steps to form and put on 
a legal b ihis i Committee of Management of the 
College At a meeting held on the 16th of Febru- 
aiy 38b5, the subscribers resolved to constitute 
themsehes into i registered Society under the pro- 
visions oi Act, XXI of 1860, to be called “the 
Morris Memonal College Society of Nagpur ’ 7 with

The Society was icgisteied on tin 20th March, 
1885, and the (km i rang Council immediately on its 
fonnalion applied to tlu Calcutta Umveisity for 
affiliation up to the M A standai d This was sanc- 
tioned by the Clove inoi-Geneidl m Council as per 
Home D<paitm<nt Icttei No 142, dated the 2nd 
Tanuai'v, 1885 The College opened m June, 1885, 
with a stall eonsistiug ol a graduate of a British 
Umveisity as Puncipal and tlnoe Indian graduates 
among whom was Dr Brajendia Nath Seal, for some 
time Vice Chancelloi of the Mysore University The 
College was maintained out of the interest of the 
money subscribed b> the people ot the Nagpur and 
Chhattisgarh Divisions and by grants by the local 
Government and the Municipality of Nagpui 

On the passing of the Indian Universities Act, 
1904, the Cential Pio\mccs came under the junsdic 
tion of the Allahabad University and in 1905, the 
College became affiliated to it On the establish 
ment of the Nagpur University m August, 1923, the 
College severed its connection with the Allahabad 
University and came under the -jurisdiction of the 
Nagpur University 

With the giowlh of the College and the expansion 
of its activities, the funds at the disposal of the 
Conneil proved insufficient to maintain it m a state 
of efficiency The local Government was moved to 
help the College and it agreed to do so by placing 
at the disposal of the Council educational officers 
lecruited under contract with the Secretary of State 
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■mi boll ilf ol tli Government In accoi dance with 
this arrangement, nr 1906, a member of the Indian 
Educational Service (Mr 0 E W J ones, of Brase- 
nose College, Oxford, who after a long and mentori 
ous service has retired as Director of Public Instrue 
tion) was appointed Principal of the College In the 
loll owing year, a member of the same service was 
ippomted Professor of English A third member 
of the Indian Educational Service was appointed to 
Hie staff in 1914 The expenses of these three mem* 
beis of the staff were defrayed by the Local Gov- 
ernment Tht Government also largely increased 
its grant m aid to raise the pay of the Indian pro- 
Ussors In 1911, it handed over to the College the 
histone building constructed by the Blionsla Kings 
of Nagpur for the Resident at their Couit, known 
.as the “Residency”, the old building m the City 
bung simultaneously handed over to the Committee 
ot Management of the Neill City High School The 
College thus came to be almost wholly financed 
bv the Government and m the circumstances, the 
Council agreed to its being provincialized with effect 
from 1st July, 1915, the endowment fund being set 
hee foi being utilized for other educational pur- 
poses In 1919 and 1920, two more members of the 
Indian Educational Service were appointed as 
Professois of Philosophv and Economics respectively 

The “Residency” has been converted into a 
college and provides three large and four small 
lecture rooms with a hall that accommodates less 
than half the total number of students, besides 
college office and common room for staff and 
students A well equipped library, containing at 
present over 9,715 volumes, which is being appre 
uably added to every year, occupies a separate 
building m the grounds Several newspapers and 
periodicals, Indian and foreign, aie piovided for 
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the use ot the staff and students, and pi iced m the 
hbiaiy loi ldeienee In the College compound 
11 c also sit nded a hostel, opened m 1912, capable 
til uiommodatmg aboul 100 students, torn liostel 
mcs'iCs, Hit Puncipal’s bungalow, built m 1918, the 
Hostel Supenntendent’s bungalow, md tennis 
t oui ts In 1918, lecluic loom accommodation was 
mcicascd considei ibly by tlu acquisition of the 
Old Examine i \ building” situited about 250 
vaids liom the mam College building and now 
known as “Moms College Annexe” 

In 1915 tb< college cel ebi ated its Golden Jubilee 
md to commcmoiate it, it was (leaded to build a 
gymnasium foi the college A eonumtlee was 
toimcd with Col Kukday an old student oi the 
(ollege as ehairman and Pimeipal Sen Gupta as 
Tieasuici Subscription was tollocted Lrom past 
and present students ot the college and from the 
membns ot the staff Tlu pimeipal contributors 
were -

Mi lankidas Alobta Rs 2 500 

The foundation stone was laid by the late Sir 
11} dc Cowan and the college to day has an excellent 
gymnasium and the building and equipments con- 
stitute an <\< client gift by the past and present 
students of the college and membois of the staff, to 
students of the future The building is known as 
Daga Mohta Hall 

The College affoids excellent oppoi tunities for the 
academic, social and athletic development of stu 
dents The vanous College societies, viz , Historical, 
Philosophical, San ski it, Peisxan, Economic, Hindi 
and English Literary Union, Sharada Mandal 
(Marathi), Urdu Literary Society, and the Morris 
College Union, meet periodically throughout the 
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session and arc well attended Tlie playing fields 
tie situated m Dliantoli about a quarter of a mile 
from the College, and afford opportunities for 
liealthy exercise among the students Cricket, foot 
hall, hockey, volley ball and tennis matches are 
regularly played

When the Empress Victoria died m January, 1901, 
a desire sprang up all over the country to raise 
memorials of her long reign In Nagpur, it was 
decided at a public meeting held on the 6th of March, 
1901, that the subscnptions to be raised should be 
devoted paitly to a personal memorial and partly to 
the founding of an institution of public utility To 
formulate a scheme which was to gi\e effect to the 
second branch of the memorial, a Society was formed 
mder the name * The Ccntial Piovmces Victoria 
Technical Institute” which was registered under Act 
KXI of 1860 The governing body of this Society, 
etmg m collaboration with the Moins Memorial 
Pol legt Count il and the Wenatus of the Hislop 
College, decided tint a building should be construct 
l for the location oi the Institute which should 
exclude accommodation foi the teaching of Chemistry 
tnd Physics and the allied Sciences to the B Sc 
students of the two colleges To this end, the govern 
ng body of the Institute paid Rs 75,000 from its 
mnds to the Local Government This was half the 
cost of a combined building foi a Scientific Library, 
•+hc Agnoultuial College, and lecture rooms and 
1 iben atoms for imparting instruction m Chemistry 
>nd Physics both theoretical and practical, to the 
+udv,nts of the two colleges The building was 
opened on the 6th October, 1906 Public opinion, 
howevei, began to demand increased facilities for 
education m Science and m 1908, the classes held m 
+he Institute Building weie raised to the status of a 
sepai ate college known as the Victoria College of 
Science, which was affiliated up to the 15 Sc standard 
of the Allahabad University m 1909 

The connection oi the College with the Umveisity 
of Allahabad ceased on tbo coming into force of 
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Nagpur University Act, on the 4th of August, 1923, 
and it is now a College admitted to the privileges of 
Nagpur Univeisity 

The rooms plaeed at the disposal of the College 
m the Victoria Technical Institute were badly design 
ed for a scientific institution, and when the demand 
for more accommodation rose precipitously between 
1922 and 1926 it was decided to erect new buildings 
on a site near the Convoeation Hall of the University 
The foundation stone of the new building was laid 
by His Excellency the Viceiov, Loid Iivvm, on the 
24th July, 1926 The new Collegt was foimally 
opened by His Excellency Sir Montagu Butler, 
Governor of the Curtail Piovmees and Berar, on 
July 15th, 1929 

The College is now housed m a handsome and 
commodious building of its own, and the triangular 
connection with the Morris and Hislop Colleges has

The oldest collegiate institution m the Central 
PiOMiices is tin present Ifcoboitson College at Jubbul- 
pon Lts oiigm is to lx t iaccd 1o a Government 
High School founded as far back is 1836 at Saugor, 
the seat of Government <>t a dynasty known to 
Hisloiy as the * Main iff a Pandits’ 7 ot Saugor Two 
colli giafe classes teaching up to the Fust Aits stand- 
aid, is it then was, of the Calcutta Uiuvusity, were 
added to it in 1860 In 1873, it was taken to Jubbul- 
poie In 1881, wlun a imminent was set on foot 
to found a fully equipped College as a memorial to 
iSn John Moms, Iol long Chid Commissioner of 
thesi Provinces, the people of the Jubbnlpoie and 
Neibudda Divisions decided to devote then subscrip- 
tions to the ioimation of m endowment fund to raise 
the status of the Collegiate High School at Jubbul 
pore to that of a College Willi this end they handed 
over then mone> to the Government and it agreed 
to conveit the Jubbulpore High School into a fully 
equipped College It was affiliated to the Calcutta 
Umveisity, which had jurisdiction ovei tlrePiovmce 
at the time, up to the B A standard nr 1885 The 
College should he consideied, and it was recommend- 
ed to BA standard nr 1891 and B Sc and LG B 
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standaids, m 1896 (The Law class was subsequently 
abolished ) 

In 1908, it vas suggested that the question of a 
inoic suitable building site foi the Jubbulpore 
College should be considered, and it was lecommend- 
d that the unounl of lis 85,400 held m the trust 
on account of the Morns College Endowment Fund, 
fubbulpoie , should b< applied towaids the construe 
turn ot i hoa’v building foi the College This 
rc pommi ndation was accepted by the Chief Commis- 
sionei md it \v is decide d that ibout Rs 75,000 out 
of tin Lnaowmonl Fund of Es 85,400 should be 
utilized m put pnmtnt of the cost of the new Arts 
( 9)1 it go buildng, and the bilmct be employed m 
establishing i “Morns Scholarship” to indicate the 
connection of Sir lohn Moms with the College 
The Hon ’bio Sir Ben-jamm Robcitson, the Chief 
Commissioner of the Cential Provinces, inaugurated 
i new < ra m the lustoiy of the higher education of 
the Central Piovmccs, when he dcclaied open, on 
Oetob< i 34tli, 193 6 the new buildings of what was 
foi merly the Government College, Jubbulpoie, under 
the mine of the Reibeitson College The new build 
mgs ne situated ioui miles to the east of the city 
of Jubbulpore on the Kundom road The grounels 
include neirly 200 aeics overlooking a fine lake The 
main College building consists of i fully equipped 
lull lu tine moms, eiffieos common looms for staff 
anel students and i well e quipped library on the 
ground floor , and on the upper floor, of boarding 
icrommod ition foi 350 students At a short distance 
iiom the mam builelmg tlieie is a block containing 
b ithmg rooms, kitchens, stoie looms and dining- 
rooms for these students The servants’ quarters 
arc near tins block For the teaching of Science 
there is a handsome building consisting of lecture 
rooms and labox atones foi Physics and Chemistry, 
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all fully fitted with up to date equipment On the 
opposite side of the mam load stand the houses of 
the Principal, and the teaching and clerical 
staff, and also a fully equipped hospital and dispen- 
sary with residence for the Medical Officei and his

The College is a Government institution, estab- 
lished for the purpose of training teachers for the- 
Central Provinces and Berar It was first opened 
m 1890, when a small class of giaduatc and under- 
graduate teachcis was formed at Nagpur for instruc- 
tion m the Theory of Education and Mr Spence* 
was appointed Superintendent of the Tr lining In- 
stitution (the old name tor the College) In 1902 
the Institution was tiansf tiled to Jubbulporc end 
soon aftei, a Model School was started to seive as a 
practising ground foi teachers under training 
The eouise was also lengthened and the staff stieng- 
thened In 1911, the old Tiaming Institution was 
con\erted into a Training College with a staff of a 
Principal and four piofessors, for both Collegiate and 
Secondary Grade work and a new building con- 
structed for it In 1920, the staff wis fuithei 
stiengthcned and the building extended The pro- 
fessorial staff for the Collegiate {ie , the Graduates’’ 
Department) was sepuated fiom the lecturing 
staff for the Second u ) oi Under gr iduafts’ Depml 
ment When Mi Spence ie tired m 1922, the Col 
lege "was failed after him, m view of Ins long md 
inrritoiious -work in the College evn since its founda- 
tion 

The College at picsent is dmded into two depart- 
ments, the Gi iduates’ and Under graduates’ The 
former prepaies students foi the B T Degree of the 
Nagpur University, while the latter prepares them 
for the Diploma m Teaching of the University 

The Graduates’ Department has a staff of profts 
sors and the Under-graduates’ Department, a staff* 
consisting of a superintendent and eight lecturers 

The professors have duties m both Departments.. 
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The Model High School as well as some of the 
recognised schools in. the City serve as the practis- 
ing ground for teachers under training 

About nine stipends of the value of Rs 25 each 
are awarded each year to B T class students and 
17 stipends of the value of Rs 20 each to under 
graduates^ About 80 non stipendiary students

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6 King 1 Edward College, Amraoti 

King Edwaid College Amiaoti, owes its origin to 
the desire of public, spirited citizens of Berar to 
perpetuate the memoir of Ills Majesty King Edwaid 
VII The College is a Government institution The 
foundation stone was laid early m 1919 by the 
Chief Commissioner, Su Benjamin Robertson,. 
kcsi, komg, and the College was formally 
opened by Ills Excellency Sn Frank Sly, kcsi. 
Governor of the Central Provinces, on the 27th 
July, 1923 

King Edward College is conveniently situated to 
the north west of Amiaoti, on a large open tract of 
ground about two miles from the city and about the 
same distance from \mi aoti Camp Classroom ac- 
commodation has been provided for 300 students and 
hostel accommod ition for 150 boarders, when the 
College is complete there will be hostel iccommoda- 
tion for 300 stucknls Tin College possesses its own 
water supply and conservancy arrangements, hospi- 
tal, dispensary and spacious playing fields and 
grounds, with bungalows and quarters for the Princi- 
pal and the whole of the professorial, medical, elec- 
tric, clerical and menial staffs Its buildings and 
internal arrangements hear comparison with those 
of any College m India 

The College was admitted to the privileges of 
Nagpur University as soon as the University came 
into being m August, 1923, m all subjects, except 
Arabic, up to the B A standard m Aits, and m 
Physics and Chemistry up to the B Sc standard 

The College is nehly endowed with scholarships 
from the Kmg Edward Memorial Fund (Berar) and 
fiom funds provided by two well known citizens of 
Amiaoti, the late Rai Bahadur Ganeshdas Kundan 
mal and the late Ramknshna Govmd Mote 
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The rules governing the award of the King 
Edward Memorial Scholarships provide for twelve 
scholarships foi Beiar students at King Edward 
College, two fellowships for post-graduate Berax 
students and one post graduate scholarship for 
Berar students for study outside of India 
Under the Seth Thakurdas Scholarship Fund, 
provision is made for four scholarships of Rs 20 per 
mensem for students at King Edward College 
These scholarships are reserved for Marwan 
students They aic tenable m the first instance for 
two years, but art renewable at the discretion of 
the administrators of the fund 

The Ramkrishna Govmd Mote endowment con- 
sists of Rs 4,000 which were handed ovei to Nagpur 
University to found a scholaiship “of such amount 
and p ly iblo m such manner as may from time to

The first step towards the provision of Agricul 
tural education m these piovmces took place m 1888 
with the formation of an agricultural class, giving 
a two years’ course of education at the Government 
farm, Nagpur 

This class represents the foundation of the pre 
sent College With the general impetus given to 
scientific agiicultuie m 1903 04 and the formation 
ot the depart, m< nls of agiiculture, as we now find 
them in India, the need for a higher standard of 
agricultural education m the country was evident 

With the completion ot the Victoria Technical 
Institute m 1906, the old agricultural class passed 
a wav and was replaced by the Agricultural College, 
occupying the north-wing of the above and providing 
a three year c ourse of training In the early stages, 
1906-14, both the class rooms and the laboratories 
were m the Institute, but it was obvious at an early 
stage that the building was unsuited to the latter 

In the course of the next few years, a separate 
Ygncultural Research Institute which included the 
silicic lit 1 iboi atones, was elected on an area adjoin 
mg the Victoria Technical Institute This was open- 
ed for use m 1915 

The course given at the College at its inception 
m 1906 was a three year one, founded on the out 
lines framed by the Board of Agriculture for the 
various Indnn colleges, then opening The 
entrance standard was University Matriculation or 
the College Enti mce e xammation The College 
e on £ erred a Diploma m Agriculture on successful 
students Experience showed the course to be tech- 
nically defective m some respects and to be too short 
for the full absorption of a wide syllabus by men of 
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only a matriculation pass standard In 1916, the 
course was changed to one of practically four years * 
length with a marked efficiency bar at the end of 
the second yeai, when its Pact I, Final or Certificate

1921 Iry a u solution oi the Executive Council m 
that behalf which i evened the sanction of the Local 
Government The 1 UrmcisiH holds two examina- 
tions the fust, an Intel mediate examination m 
Science (Agiieulture) and the second, an examina 
tion for the Degree of Bachelor of Sc lenee (Agri- 
cultme) The first Intermediate examination was 
held m March, 1927 and the first degree examina- 
tion m March, 1929 With effect from February 
1935, provision has been unde for post-graduate 
research leading to a Master’s Degree m 
Agriculture 

The College is situated m the Maharai Bagh, withm 
close range of the Government farm, the Veterinary 
Hospital and the Agricultural Beseareh Institute 
The hostel erected m 1906 and enlaiged subsequently, 
is situated some 50 yuds west of the Institute and 
is capable of holding about 1 35 students The College 
is stnctly residential and even those who have their 
homes m Nagpur must reside m the hostel The 
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College is provided with playing fields, a gymnasium, 
and tennis courts 

A certain number of Government scholarships and 
free places may, at the discretion of the Local 
Government, be provided lor students who are resi- 
dents ol the Gcntial Provinces and Berar 

The Society of Agriculture and Industries pro 
vides two scholarships of a monthly value of Rs 10

The necessity of a third Arts College m Nagpur 
increased cveiy year during the decade preceding 
the establishment of this College There was a 
gradual advance in the secondary education of the 
Province, High Schools multiplied and there was a 
considerable mciease m the number of students 
appearing at and passing the High School Certificate 
or an equivalent examination But the number of 
Colleges m the city as well as m the Province, and 
also the accommodation provided therein, remained 
static Consequently , a large number of students 
had to migrate to other Provinces which involved a 
large expense on the part of their parents and 
guardians Moreover, unlike othei parts of India 
this Province was lacking in a private College, under 
indigenous management In these circumstances, the 
Cultural Education Society, Nagpur, saw a unique 
opportunity of public service, and m the absence of 
any rich man or institution coming forward to fulfil 
this general want, the Society decided to assume 
responsibility for the work The College was thus

The need for a College for women being felt, a few 
ladies and gentlemen of Nagpnr among whom were 
Mrs Tambe, Mrs Cama, and Mr Y M Pathak 
started a small private institution A Committee 
called the Women’s Education Society was form- 
ed later with Rao Bahadur M B Kinkhede as 
President, Mr Y M Pathak as Secret aiy and Mrs 
Tambe as Principal Students attending other 
Colleges m Nagpur stayed m this Hostel Most 
of the staff were local gentlemen 

The numbei of students was small and the 
i e suits in the Examination were satisfactory In 
1934, a student of this institution was awarded the

The Sir Doiabji Tata Trustees of Bombay, and 
His Excellency the Governor of Central Provinces 
and Berar gave financial support and Lady Gowan 
donated books to the library Mr Bhulabhai Desai 
of Bombay gave a donation which also was utilized 
for the libiary By the efforts of the President, 
Lady Gowan, a substantial sum of money was 
raised m England under the patronage of Mr B 
A Butler, M P , then under-Secictaiy lor India 
Lady Gowan also obtained through the kindness of 
H E II the Ni/am of Hyderabad and Berar an

<ost of clothing and illness There are no compul 
sory extras or subset iptioir The scholarships are 
reserved for hoys coming from States of the Eastern 
States Agency 

Idle siio of the College is one of the best near 
Raipur The grounds cover 150 acres and the 
buildings and equipment art considered very good 
The whole of the Staff reside m the grounds 

The College has two aims, to provide a suitable 
general training lor the future Rulers of States m 
the Eastern States Agency and for future Zamm 
durs of important estales m the Central Provinces, 
Bengal, Chota Nagpur, Orissa and North Madras 
and to give an allround “public school” training 
up to Intermediate standard 1o other hoys from any 
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part of India The College is now open to all boys 
whatever their class, caste and creed may be There 
were ten of these commoners on the college roll at 
the beginning of 1940 It is hoped to increase 
their number to sixty m the near future 

In order to seive a wider area than formerly, 
the College is prepared to teach Hindi, Marathi, 
Onya, Malayalam, Bengali and Telugu up to Matri- 
culation standard under certain conditions 

The training seeks to be much more than a 
piepai ltiou 1 01 certain examinations only Much 
attention is given to health, diet and a proper deve- 
lopment of the body, also m the primary and middle 
school sections to various forms of arts and crafts, 
especially wood work, music, painting, drawing 
and modelling At least one and a half horns a 
week of hand woik on the College farm are compul- 
sory up to the time a pupil matriculates There 
arc v irious College Sock ties which seek to encourage 
an out of school interest m subiects like Vernacular 
Literature, Pbotogiaphy , Music, Art, Dramatics 
and History Time is a fairly large library and a 
reading room The lihiarv contains books suitable 
for pupils of all ages 

It is made {manually atti active for pupils to 
come without servants and to join the common mess 
Private cooks aic not non allowed 

Special preparation ot a pupil for an examma 
tion m less than the noimal time is not undertaken 
pnvate tutors are not allowed and extia coaching 
is given but rarely 

Day pupils are seldom admitted The pupils 
m the pi unary, middle school and high school sec- 
tions each occupy a separate set of dormitories 
Intermediate students must live in College houses 
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The College receives no grant m aid from 
Government It is a self-supporting private insti- 
tution, financed from fees and froth the interest 
on its Endowment Fund which has been subscribed 
mainly by the Ruling Chiefs of the Eastern States 
Agency 

The Rajkumar College was registered at Nagpur 
as a Society under the provisions of Act XXI of 
1860 m 1912 The Governing Body consists of a 
General Council and a Managing Committee, on both 
of which bodies the Ruling Chiefs of the Eastern 
States Agency and the representatives of the Zamm 
dais of the Central Piovmces, Bihar and Orissh, 
taken together, form a majority The visitor of 
the College is His Excellency the Crown Represen 
tative, and Their Excellencies the Governors of the 
Ouilral Pi ounces, of Biliar and of Onssa are the 
pations I rich Patron nominal es one lepresentd 
tivo to the General Council The Resident for the 
Eastern States, is the Vice Patron The President 
of the Geneial Council and the Chairman of the 
Managing Committee are elected eveiy three yeais 
The two representatives of the Commoners on the 
College roll have seats on the Geneial Council, one 
chosen from the Central Piovmees and Berar, the 
other from Orissa 

Thf origin of the College was a special hostel 
m one of the Local High Schools, called the Raj 
kumai School, which existed at Juhbulpore between 
1882 and 1892 In 1892 this hostel was closed 
down In 1894 the Rajkumar College was opened 
on its piesent site m Raipur by Sir John Woodburn, 
Chief Commissioner of the Central Piovmces, mam 
ly through the activity of the then Commissioner,

The Government Engineering School, Nagpur, 
Yds established on the 14th of July, 1914 It was 
made i part of the College of Science, and the 
theoretical pdit of the instruction was imparted m 
the Vic tot id Technical Institute building, Maharaj 
bagh, Nagpui As there was no suitable space m 
the Victoria Technical Institute a sepaiate plot of 
land covering an area of about 19 acres on the 
Kamptee Road, Nagpur, was acquired by the 
Government and a well equipped workshop was 
elected lor training the students m workshop 
practice On this plot a double storeyed hostel to 
accommodate 56 students was also built 

Piom the commencement the need for provid 
mg i separate building on this ground to impart 
the theoietieal part of the training also was keenly 
telt This was met by the election of a laige 
building which was formally opened by Lord 
Ohclmsloid the then Viceroy on 23id October, 1920 

Dm mg the first year of its career the school 
piovided eomses m Civil and Mechanical Engineer 
mg up to the diploma standard, the duration of the 
courses being three years’ theoretreal training and 
one year’s practical training In 1915 a motor 
mediamcs class was added to the school This was 
a workshop couise of 4 years’ duration, the training

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being practical except that the students used to get 
instructions m Engineering Drawing 

The school was giowmg rapidly and from 16 
students enrolled in 1914, the number had increased 
m 1927 to about 160 As the Science College had 
also been developing during this period, the time 
had come when the woik and responsibilities of two 
institutions were found to be too much for the 
shoulders of one Principal and so m April, 1927, the 
school paited company with the Science College and 
has since then been an independent institution 
under its own Principal 

In 1929 the Motor Mechanics class was convert- 
ed into the present Automobile Engineering class 
with piovision for training students for a diploma 
m Automobile Engineering, the duration of the 
course for this diploma being three years’ theoreti- 
cal framing and one year’s practical 

Examinations for the award of diplomas m Civil, 
Mechameal and Automobile Engineering were con- 
ducted by Boards which fixed the syllabus for these 
examinations and also assisted the Principal with 
advice when found necessary 

Ever since the establishment of Nagpui Uni- 
versity, proposals had, from time to time, been put 
forward foi the iffiliation of the school with the 
University, but it was only m July, 1936, that the 
school was adi Titled to the privileges of the Univer- 
sity up to the Diploma standard m Civil, Mechani- 
cal and Automobile Engineering The duration of 
the course for these Diplomas is three years’ tram 
mg m the school The -first year’s course is com 
mon to Civil Mechanical and Automobile Engineer- 
ing and at the end of the first year students have 
to take the First Examination for the Diploma m 
Engineering conducted by the University At the 
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end of the third year students have to sit for the 
Final Examinations m their respective branches 
these examinations also being conducted by the 
University 

There it* a small technical library attached to 
the school Books are added every year Several 
newspapers and Engineering periodicals are pro 
vided for the use of the staff and students 

The playing fields are m the school premises 
and afford best opportunities for physical exercise 
among the students Cricket, foot ball, hockey, 
volley ball and tennis matches are regularly played 

The school is endowed with a number of 
Government and other scholarships and prizes

Waidhi being a using educational centre with 
its thiee local leeogmscd full fledged high schools 
and four high schools m and tound about this dis 
tnct, the need foi starting an Arts Colit gc at'Waidha 
was felt ever &mce 1933 To meet an ever growing 
demand foi luglur educition, the Wardha Eduea 
tion Society appointed i Working Committee on the 
17th June, 1934, to do the preliminary work After 
a local inquiry m Januaiy, 1935, the Nagpui Uni- 
versity granted permission to start the college to 
provide courses of instruction for the intermediate 
Examination m English, Vernacular Composition, 
Logic, Economics, Civics, History, Sanskrit, Mai a 
thi and Mathematics and for the B A (Pass) Exa 
mmation in English, Economics, Philosophy, Iiis 
toiy, Political Science Sanskrit, Marathi and 
Mathematics The College was formally opened 
on Thursday the 11th July, 1935, by It B C L 
Verma, the then Deputy Commissioner, Wardha 
who greatly he Iped the growth of this Institution 
m its very early stage

ns situated outside the town m a healthy locality
